Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , the closest cited prior art do not teach, or fairly suggest 

in a method for killing microorganisms where the sums of styrenesulfonic acid, N- 
vinyllactam, and acrylonitrile totals 100 mol%. Also, the closest cited prior art do 
not teach, or fairly suggest that in a method for killing microorganisms the 
combination of styrenesulfonic acid, N-vinyllactam, and the free-radically 
polymerizable monomers. 

Regarding claim 7, the closest cited prior art do not teach, or fairly suggest 
in a method for protecting articles by applying an antimicrobial composition 
where the sums of styrenesulfonic acid, N-vinyllactam, and acrylonitrile totals 100 
mol%. Also, the closest cited prior art do not teach, or fairly suggest that in a 
method for protecting articles providing the combination of styrenesulfonic acid, 
N-vinyllactam, and the free-radically polymerizable monomers.
